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Vote Irregularities in Many 
Wards Revealed by | Canvass 


Irregularities in the tabulation of 
ballots in the Second and Third wards, 
where the Negro vote gave George F. 
Harding, Republican candidate ao 
county treasurer, huge majorities in 
the Nov. 2 election, were revealed yes- 
terday in the election commissioners’ 
office. 

Hundreds, perhaps thousands, of 
these votes may be thrown out, it was 
predicted. Backers of Martin J. 
O’Brien, Democratic opponent of Har- 
ding, were confident that the disclo- 
sures insured victory for their candi- 
date. Discrepancies in other wards 
also were uncovéred. 

Under cross-examination of Henry 
Berger, attorney for the Democratic 
forces, several colored election officials 
became confused and admitted their re- 
ports of votes for Harding and other 
Republican candidates were incorrect. 


Admits Tallies Destroyed. 
. Tallies of the votes cast were kept 
on scratch paper, Robert White, Negro 
judge in the Third precinct of the 
Third ward, admitted. The tallies were 
then thrown away, he said. In other 
precincts there were more votes cast 
than there were names on the poll 
books. ' 
On the morning after election O’Brien 
was victor over Harding by 267 votes 
on the face of police returns. Six pre- 
cincts from Democratic wards were 
missing so the O’Brien men felt safe 
in claiming the election. 
As the canvass of votes proceeded 
since then, however, Harding watchers 
claimed their candidate was gaining. 
Although no official figures have been 
released, Harding claimed to be 3,500 
votes ahead. This apparent Harding 
majority may easily be wiped out in 
view of yesterday's disclosures, it was 
said. 


141 Vote; Harding Gets 196. 
The examination of White was typi- 
cal of the manner in which colored 
election officials admitted irregularities. 
In the precinct in which White acted’ 
as judge, there were only 141 votes 
cast, the hearing revealed. Yet some 
of the Republican candidates, including 
Harding, got as many as 196 votes, it 
was disclosed. O’Brien got 6 votes: 
“How many straight tickets were 
voted?”’ White was asked. 
* There were six straight Democratic 
and 35 straight Republican ballots,’”’ he 
replied. 
“Were there any ballots split?’ was 
the next question. 7 
“OO, yes,” White replied. “There 
were eight or twelve ballots split in 
favor of Carr, Sweitzer, and O’Brien.”’ 


Judge Unable to Explain. 
‘* But then, on the face of your own 
answer, O’Brien should have got more 
than six votes,” Attorney Berger de- 
clared. 

“ Well,”’ said White, hesitating, “I 
was only calling off the votes.” 

The Twentieth precinct of the Sec- 
ond ward is another Negro precinct. 
There were 415 votes counted, al- 
though only 366 names showed on the 
poll books. Harding got 290 votes and 
O’Brien 54, It wags one of the pre- 
cincts on which the commisisoners re- 
served their decision. 

The Fourth precinct of the Second 
ward is also colored. Only 296 names 


> 


} Were on the poll books, but 321 votes 

were counted. Harding got ane 
O’Brien ‘41 of these this 
and judges reported. 

But all the irregularities weren't in 
the colored wards, it was shown. In 
the Thirtieth precinct of the Twenty- 
eighth ward it was revealed that 83 
voters apparently had split their 
lengthy ballots in exactlv the same 
manner. Veteran politicians couldn't 
remember that it had ever happened 
before. 

The result was in favor of Harding. 
The latter got 256 votes to 35 for 
|O’Brien. Questioning of Henry Den- 
ham, election judge in this precinct. 
revealed that only 285 votes were cast. 
He was unable to explain why the 
tabulation showed greater totals for 
the candidates than there were ballots 
cast. 

In the fifty-seventh precinct of the 
Fifth ward, a Republican watcher, a 
policeman, and another outsider helped 
the judges and clerks count the votes, 
it was admitted. The regular election 
judge confessed that he counted only 
85 of the 336 votes cast. Harding won 
by a latge majority. 

Unusual Count Admitted. 


Another unusual tabulation was re- 
ported in the Twelfth precinct of the 
Twelfth ward. Eight Republicans and 
four Democrats got the same number 
of votes and no other candidate re- 
ceived any votes, according to the re- 
port of tabulators. Yet 111 straight 
Democratic and 173 straight Repub- 
lican ballots were cast in that precinct, 
it was admitted. 

Attorney Berger moved that the re- 
turns in all these precincts be found 
not accurate. The commissioners re- 
served decision. Questioning of judges 
and clerks will be resumed today. 

Challenge Sanitary Board Vote. 

A contest of the election of George 
Hull Porter, Democrat, as sanitary 
| district trustee, was threatened yes- 
,terday by Republicans in behalf of 
Charles E. Graydon, Republican. The 
police figures gave Porter, the low 
man among the winners, a plurality 
of some 11,000 over Graydon.

ROME, Nov. 19.—American methods 
of publicity have been adapted to Ital- 
ian conditions in the government's ef- 
forts to make the internal loan a suc- 
cess. 


Premier Mussolini, as minister of the 
interior, is directing the campaign for 
subscriptions. He has called on the 
Fascist party and the nation to sub- 
scribe as a patriotic duty to the limit 
of their abilities in this “battle for 
Italy’s economic independence.” 


In addition to the conversion of 
28,000,000,000 lira—more than $1,000,- 
000,000—in short term bends, new in- 
vestments in national debt certificates 
are sought. The first day brought sev- 
eral large contributions, ineluding one 
for nearly $1,000,000 from a commer- 
cial bank. 

The proceees of this loan, above the 
conversions, will be used to provide 
credits for Italian industria] establish- 
ments. A fortnight ago leading indus- 
trialists made an appeal to the dicta- 
tor for provisions for credit, pointing 
out that they are carrying considerable 
quantities of short term notes. 

The campaign for subscriptions being 
nation-wide, smaller sums are not 
being overlooked. Between now and 
next Wednesday all the provincial pre- 
fects (representatives of the ministry 
of the interior in the provinces) will 
visit Rome to receive personal instruc- 
tions from Premier Mussolini.

A DYING CONGRESS. 
Observers in Washington are inclined to think 
that nothing will be accomplisheed at the forth- 


hext month and must come fo an end in March 
when the terms of all the representatives and a 
third of the senators expire. If the appropriations 
for 1927-1928 are not passed by that time, the 
President will have to call the new congress in 
speciat session as soon as the old one adjourns. 
In ordinary course, the congress which we elected 
this month would not take up its duties until 
December, 1927, thirteen months after the elec- 
tion. The elections have given the insurgent Re- 
publicans the balance of power in the senate and 
have somewhat strengthened their position in 
the house. Accordingly, the insurgents are ex- 
pected to filibuster to the limit to prevent the 
passage of important legislation at this session in 
the knowledge that the calling of a special session 
will give them more power than they now possess. 
If they have their way, congress will mark time 
for three months at considerable expense to the 
taxpayers while the business interesta of the 
country suffer from the chills and fever which com- 
monly accompany an indecisive session. 
At that, .we shall be fortunate. No legislation is 
likely to be passed at this session which will run 
counter to the expressed desires of the voters. The 
elections did not overthrow the present majority 
but only weakened it. If the reg@ult had been other- 
wise, a lame duck congress might be passing laws 
in the face of popular disapproval. As long as we 
maintain a representative goverriment—and no 
better form has yet appeared—we gain nothing 
and are likely to los much by interfering with its 
free operation. | 
The difficulty would be avoided if the congress 
which has just been elected were to be seated 
promptly instead of a year from next morith. When 
the constitution was drafted, communi¢ations were 
slow and travel was difficult. The delay of months 
between the election and seating of congressmen 
was an unfortunate necessity. It took many weeks 
to assemble the election réturns and certify them 
and many more weeks to make the journey from 
the remote states to the capital. Here is a pro- 
vision of the constitution which might well be 
amended to meet the changed circumstances of our 
lives.

POWDERS BETTER THAN. 


GREASE FOR BABIES. 
HOULD a baby be dusted or 
greased? To decide this important 
3 question, Dr. Bmelyn Coolidge read 
| what was written in ten text- 
books. She next consulted forty-seven 
professors. Finally she sent out four 
thousand letters of inquiry—one thou- 
sand to baby specialists and one thousand 
to general practitioners of medicine, one 
thousand to héspitals, and one thousand 
to nurses. Naturally, she get a fine as- 
sortment of opinions. 3 7 

Classifying them apd analyzing them, 
she found the bulk of opinion to favor 
dusting powders rather than greases and 
ointment for normal babies over ten days 
of age. 

The best powder was one that was 
bland and smooth, stuck well, absorbed 
well, did not choke the pores of the 
skin, did not contain grit, nor scent, 
nor impurities, nor poisons. Scented 
powders were objected to because they 
covered up odors that should either be 
washed away of left as guides, Grit was 
objected to because it irritated. Starch 
powders were objected to because starch 
granules got into the pores and then 


swelled. ad, arsenic and other poisons 
were ob to because they are poi- 
sonous. 


The tendency was to prefer a stearate 
of sinc powder, but the unsafe cans 
in which much of the stearate powders 
Were marketed has caused physicians 
and hospitals to try to avoid them. Two 
hundred and twenty-nine accidents due 
to Serious smothering with zinc powders 
were gathered. The safe can now being 
used should bring this powder back into 
its own. 

A large number preferred talcum pow- 
ders. There are many kinds of talc and 
gome are very gritty. In getting a tal- 
cum powder, care. should be taken to 
gee that it contains no grit. Borated 
talcum is a good powder, provided it 
is free from grit. The particles must 
be very fine for a horated talcum pow- 
der to be approved of. 
were generally found to prefer talcum 
powders. However, investigation shows 
that hospitals are very careless in buy- 
ing powders. They do not investigate 
them as to grit, size of granules, mica, 
lead, arsenic or lime, as a rule.
